The item 
of $2,400,000 for public printing and binding 
for the current fiscal year provoked consid- 
erable discussion. The Chairman showed 
that the amount was not greater than that ap- 
propriated last year, including deficiences,and 
so countered Mr. Randall's assertion that in 
this matter] the Republicans had entered 
upon a wild career of extravagance. 
ROBINSON, OF MASSACHUSETTS, 

made the sensible suggestion that, if Con- 
gress does not want to pay so much for pub- 
lic printing, it need not send so.much to the 
printer, and he called attention to the solemn 
fact that the members who are most rampant 
whenever an appropriation for the Public 
Printing-Office is under discussion are the 
very ones who, when a proposition is made to 
print a public document. in an edi 

of 2,000 copies, spare no effort to 
the number increased to 30,000, This is espe- 
cially true of some of the loudest reformers 
in Congress. Incidentally, in the course of 
the discussion, it was asserted that, through 
some carelesness of the Public Printer or of 
public officers, large numbers of public do¢u- 


ments got into the hands of the junk-dealers 


almost immediately after mefr publication. 

HISCOCK : 
said that he had thoroughly investigated this 
subject, and was able to say that it was due 
to no carelesness on the part of the Public 
Printer or of any other public officer that the 
warerooms of the junk-dealers and the shelves 
of the second-hand bookstores are loaded 
with public documents almost as soon as 
they are issued from the Printing-Office. He 
could account for this only in one way— 
their sale by Congressmen to private parties. 
Nothing more was said about this, nobody 
appearing to desire to go into the matter, but

JUNK-SHOP, 


in Washington, at from one-half to one-tenth 
what it cost the Government to print it. 
Some members of the House are in the habit 
of selling their entire allotment of documents 
before they are issued. Not long ago an In- 
diana Representative, desiring 200 or 300 cop- 
ies of a particular document, applied to a 
second-hand dealer for them. The dealer of- 
fered to furnish the document, which it cost 
about 50 cents a copy to print, Ray five cents 
acopy. The books were sent to the room of 
the purchaser, when he found that they were 
all neatly wrapped and franked ready for 
distribution. Thinking there must be some 
mistake, he went to the Congressman whose 
name they bore and asked him aboutit. The 
Congressman said 
IT WAS ALI. RIGHT, 

that he had sold the document to —— (nam- 
ing the man from whom the purchaser had 
obtained them). This is only a sample of the 
way documents are wasted sold. ‘There 
is no doubt that if a reasonable degree of 
care was exercised in the selection of matter 
to be printed and a reform adopted in the 
matter of distributing public documents the 
public interests would be better served by 
an appropriation of $1,000,000 than they are at 
present with an appropriation exceeding twice 
that sum. The public-printing item 
gave occasion for Mr. Randall to expatiate on 
economy and to criticise the majority for the 
large deficiency appropriations. He was well 
answered by Hiscock, who showed that the 
deficiencies for the present Congress were 
inherited from the last Democratic Congress, 
which, with its eyes wide open, had appro-

Camo, III., July 12.—The fight for the Kepub- 
lican nomination in the Twentieth Congressional 
District will de settled tomorrow one way or the 
other. The Thomas and anti-Thomas people are 
both outwardly confident of success. Both are 
counting in some cases on the very same men.

THE OHIO SUNDAY LAW. 


The Cases Against Cincinnati Saloon- 
keepers Arrested Prior to June 25 
Dismissed —Those Arrested Since That 
Date Wiil Be Tried, 

Special Dievatci, to The Chicago Tribune. 
CINCINNATI, O., July 12.— All the cases against 
saloonkeepers arrested for violating the Sunday 
law prior to June 25 were dismissed in the Po- 
lice Court today, They number about 350. The 

Prosecuting-Attorney gives as the reason for 

dismissing the cases that it has been found im- 

possibie to convict them, and he is unwilling to 

put the city to an expense of from $50 to $100 
for the purpose of trying each case. The cases 


of saloonkeepers arrested since the date named 
still remain on the docket, and some 
at least of them are to de ied. 
The Proseonting Attorney states that in the later 
arrests more care was taken to secure competent 
testimony, and he bas some hopes of convicting 
them. The law-and-order people agree with the 
prosecutor that there was no hope of convicting 
any of the 360 dismissed today. They state, 
however. that in agreeing to a dismi of the 
cases in the police court, they do nut wish to be 
understood ashaving abandoned the prosecu- 
tion of the Sunday-law violators. On the 
contrary, the offenders will be promptly 
reported to the rand jury and an 
effort made to secure indictments against 
them. Should this effort be successful, they 
will be tried in the Common Pleas Court. The 
law-and-order people have a considerabie fund 
to be used in the prusecution of these cases, and 
bave able counsel retained; but it is difficult to 
see bow matters are to be improved any by 
transferring the cases to the Common Pleas 
Court. The difficuity inthe Police Court has 
been that the jury, no matter how carefully 
selected, woul not return a verdict of 
juries oan be  se-

instead of one. To the generai public the change 
maus that tne end of the effort to prosecute 
the saloonkeepers for keeping open on Sunday 
is near athand. The police have ceased to make 
arrests except for a flagrant violation of the law. 
Side and back doors of saioons are kept open 
aud a good business carried on with impunity. 


A MURDER TRIAL. 


Amos St. Clair on Trial at Mt. Vernon, 
III., for the Murder of John Hudson, 
a Saloonkee per.

Mr. VERNON, III., July 2.—The examina- 
tion of witnesses in the trial of Amos St. Clair 
for the murder of John Hudson at Opdyke 
June 13, 188], was accomplished today. The 
facts developed are substantially as follows: 
Hudson was a saloonkeeper at Opdyke, a small 
Viillawe eight miles from here, on the Louisville 
& Nasbviille Railroad. On the afternoon of June 
13, 1681, St. Clair and a party of young men left 
Belle River in a hack to see the new air-iine 
railroad just building at that time. Con- 
siderabie liquor had deen drunk dy the 
company, and they drove to this place, 
then to'Opdyke, when St. Clair got out of the 
hack. and, going into Hudson's saloon, got a 
galion of beer in a measure. He brought the 
beer out to the company,and had taken the 
empty measure into the saioon when a discus- 
sion arose as tothe payment of the bili of & 
cents. St. Clair claimed that Hudson owed him 
tor a beer-faucet, and wanted the beer to go to 
pay the debt. Words were passed, and Hudson 
ordered 8. Clair out of the house. 
St. Clair went out, and Hudson went 
behind the counter, picked up a beer- 
bottle, and came from around the counter, St. 
Clair again entered the saloon with a long, siiin- 
bladed pocketknife opened and in his hand. A 
friend of the murderer was holding Hudson’s 
rigut arm at the time be was stabbed, and from 
his evidence it is clear that Hudson could not 
have thrown the bottle until after he had been 
stabbed. After receiving the fatal biow Hud- 
son turned around and ran out of his ga- 
oon, pursued by the murderer to the 
railroad-track, where he fell. The defense 
is self-defense the charge murder 
in the first degree.

FURTHER INSIGHTS INTO THE DISTRESSING 
"CONDITION OF THE CORN CROP. 

The prospects for corn have never been more 
discouraging at corresponding date than on the 
Ist of July, 1882. 

The condition is less promising in Central MNli- 
nois, which bas been visited with more frequent 
and excessive rains than other portions of the 
State. 

There is alarge area of corn ground that has 
not been pianted, owing to tne unfavorable 


weather. 
Tne heavy rains have packed the oe hard 
attended 


and the cultivation of corn will 
with much laborof men and teams. 

The weeds on undrained lands have made 
more rapid growth than the corn, which couid 
not be cultivated, on account of the soft condi- 
tion of the soil. 

The-corn on drained land bas generally been 
well cultivated, and promises more than an av- 
erage yield per acre, while equally as good land 
in adjoining fields has u so thoroughly sat- 
urated with water that it wiil only produce from 
two-thirds of an average yieid per acre down to 
nothing. 

There bas seldom, if ever, been so much good 
corn land uuplanted for want of opportunity to 
plow and plant, owing to the continued and ex- 
cessive rains. 

Farmers are making earnest efforts to kill the 
weeds and give the corn every possible advan- 
tage. Many theids of corn that couid not be cul- 
tivated with plows bave been hoed, while in 
other cases the crop has been hand- weeded. 

Considerable corn has been abandoned, owimg 
to the flooded fields, which precluded cultiva- 
tion. 

The extent of the rainfall since the season for 
piowing and planting corn commenced is witb- 
out precedent, and the prospects for even two- 
thirds of an average yield per acre, under the 
circu mstances, is surprising. The condition is 
less promising in each division of the State than 
one month ago. 

The followmg table gives the areaof the last 
corn crop, the per cent of increase or decrease 
in 188, as well as the condition of corn the Ist 
ot June and July, 1882, and the Ist of July, 1881 
and 1880.

Favorable Reports from the Vast Region 
Tributary to St. Paul, Mian. — 411 
Grains Doing Well Except Corn. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaao Tribune. 

Sr. PAvuL, July 12.—The following crop revorts 
from the vast territory tributary to St. Paul give 
a fair idea of the condition of the erowmg 
grain: 

Montevideo, Minn.—Crops in this vicinity are 
looking exceedingly weil except on low lands, 
where the continued rains have drowned them 
out, and except where they have veen injured 
by storms. In the Town of Big Bend, fifteen 
miles north, a hail-storm swept over a tract two 
miles wide by four miles long and destroyed a 
large portion of the grain. In some places whole 
fields were entirely destroyed. During the earlier 
part of the season corn was very backward, and 
the outiook until very lately was not encourag- 
ing, but during this time it was making a strong 
root, and the late warm weather has sent it up 
rapidly, so that there is a chance for a good crop 
yet. Considerable corn bas been planted bere 
this season, as itis believed to be more profita- 
ble than wheat. In fact. our farmers are m- 
ing educated to the faith that the only sure way 
to success is in a mixed system of farming. 

Shakopee, Minno.—Crops look fine, and the 
prospects fora fuller crop than anticipated at 
first are increasing. Many ftields are already 
cut and ian the shock. A great many farmers 
have started into baying, although the grass in 
the bottom lands, which were flooded last spring, 
is not fully matured. The corn crop 1s coming 
on tinely, and the potato crop will immense, 
if the One-looking vines and very large fields 
are any evidence of it. 

Cedar Rapids, Ia—A gentleman traveling 
throug®d the State ten days after crop informa- 
tion says prospects fer corn at 
present are pour, especiaily ia the 
southeastern portion, where thousands 
of acres are compietely ruined. It is better in 
the northern hbalf than southern. There was 
about 15 per cent increase in acreage this year 
over last. but the crop is fully 30 per cent poorer 
this year, and, if the rain continues, it will fall 
short fully 50 percent, Other grains are look- 
— fairly. Rye is now being harvested in many 
piaces. 

McGregor, Ia.—The continued rains are doing 
great damage tucrops. The reports from the 
farming districts are that spring wheat is 
actually ruined by rust, and the farm- 
ers do not expect to 
speak of from p wheat.

Tur gloomy forebodings of the last few 


weeks as to the corn crop of Illinois are 
fully borne out by the reports received at the 
State Department of Agriculture from twen- 
ty-six counties. These reports tell of the 
situation thirteen days ago, and in the mean- 
time corn prospects have somewhat Im- 
proved, but the situation is still discourag- 
ing. With an acreage materially decreased 
because of the inability of farmers to plant 
corn in the cold, wet weather of April 
and May, and with a continuation of 
the most unfavorable conditions for the 
growth of such of the crop as could be 
planted, the prospect now seems ¢efinitly 
assured that Illinois will this year hardly 
realize more than half an average crop of 
corn. But while corn has suffered, the 
farmers are not without partial compersa- 
tion in the exceptional promise of wheat, 
oats, rye, barley, and hay, which will in 
great measure supply the loss in corn, 


THE EGYPTIAN WAR. 

The first day’s bombardment of Alexandria 
resulted in the destruction of four of the 
forts, commanding both the old and the new 
harbor, and the serious crippling of the re- 
mainder. Yesterday morning the firing was 
resumed and was kept up until half-past 1. 
when a steamer was seen approaching with 
a flag of truce and a white flag was also dis- 
played in the city, upon which signals from 
the flagship ordered a discontinuance of the 
firing. The destruction caused by the fleet 
must have been considerable, as, in addition 
to the demolition of the forts, fires were seen 
in various parts of the city. 

No that the truce is granted, it is not dif- 
ficult to formulate the demand which En- 
gland will make, and which she is preparing 
to enforce by the dispatch of troops to Egypt, 
for her army preparations are now quite as 
active as were her naval a few weeks ago. 
She has already taken precautions for the 
defense of the Suez Canal, and with this step 
no fault will be found in Europe, as this is 
a matter not connected with the question at 
issue, and indeed the right of protecting the 
canal from any interruptions was excepted 
from the scope of the conference’s authority 
with the consent of the Powers. Thus 
far she has not been impeded in her 
operations against Alexandria, and no voice 
has been raised in protest save that of Tur- 
key, to which noattention has been paid. The 
next steps to be taken by England will be to 
overthrow the present military régime, rein- 
state the Khedive in full power, and restore 
the status quo. That policy has been di- 


| rectly affirmed by Mr. Gladstone, and to its 


accomplishment all the skill of English 
diplomacy has been directed. England has 
now gone so far that she cannot with honor 
retire, for the firing upon Alexandria was an 
act of war. It was the voice of England in 
the conference saying that the local Govern- 
ment of Egypt was incapable of ruling ac- 
cording to the understanding between Tur- 
key and England, and that she had 
determined to put her forces in 
there and protect her interests. if the other 
Powers do not object, this will be done, and 
France, after her timidity and almost con- 
temptible conduct, will of course assist, as 
her interests also must be protected. The 
immense military preparations on foot in 
England show that nothing else will now be 
tolerated but a prompt settlement of the 
affairs of the bankrupted Egyptian estate in 
the hands of an English receiver. It is a 
hard lot for the Egyptians, for in addition to 
the payment of a debt to which they never 
gave their consent, involving an interest of 
forty millions per annum, they will probably 
also have to make reparation for the rashness, 
or patriotism, or whatever else it may be 
called, of Arabi Bey. Vigorous measures, 
however, do not command the admiration of 
all the English people. The Pall. Mali Ga- 
zette, for instance, indulges in the following 
gloomy prognostications as to the future: 


What is meant by intervention in the present 
case? For any effectual purpose, nothing less 
than landing and maintaining in eves 1 
European force competent to protect European 
interests by superseding the local authorities.

In the 
bands of a single Power—as, for instance, in Bos- 
nia and the Herzegovina—the process does not 
appear to be a facile or pleasant one. Is it tike- 
ly to be more easy or more pleasant when the 
work of occupation and administration is under- 
taken by two Powers baving different objects in 
view and widely different adwiaistrative tradi- 
tions? So much difficuity lies anead,if there 
were nothing more behind. But the whole East- 
ern question is behind; a question or bundle of 
en which, asa sanguine publicis begin- 

to discover, was patched up, but in no wise 
sett ed, by the Treaty of Berlin. If any one thinks 
tthe partof wise statesmen just now, ana of 
Hogiiss statesmen in particular, to rip wider 
open the rents which time and the nature of 
things are already making quite fast enough in 
that famous settlement, by all means let him ad- 
yocate vigorous measures in Egypt. 


Whatever may be the issue, the policy will 
be undertaken, for it is inconceivable that 
England, having opened the ball, will stop 
until things have been placed where they 
were before Arabi Bey overthrew the power 
of the Khedive and nullified the authority of 
the Control. Unforeseen difficulties may turn 
up. The Egyptian question is so involved 
with the Eastern question that others may 
be dragged into it, but England can hardly 
now retreatfrom the position she has taken. 


THE BURNING OF ALEXANDRIA. 
This morning’s dispatches from the seat 
war give the brief outlines of a scene of hor- 
ror at Alexandria that bids fair to transcend 
anything that occurred in this city during 
the great conflagration of. 1871. It is an- 
nounced that as a result of. the bombardment 
the city is on fire in many different localities. 
The dispatches of the previous day had 
stated that the royal palace was 
on fire, and the conflagration now 
threatens to become a general one, its hor- 
rors being intensified by the fact that the city 
is probably given over to a pillaging, plun- 
dering mob composed of the lowest classes, 
who, far from making any effort to check 


the flames, would rather aid their spread for 


the purpose of gaining thereby increased op- 
portunities for robbery. It is an infre- 
quent thing in the history of the 
world for a city of over 200,000 in- 
habitants to be subjected to the 
ordeal of a bombardment; a still more in- 
frequent thing for it to be given up to fire 
and to riot. Itis not the first time in the 


history of Alexandria during the twenty- 


one centuries of its existence chat it has 
lain at the mercy of an invader, but rarely 
has it met as severe a visitation as the 
present one. During the reign of the 
Emperor Caracalla there was au almost 
general massacre of the inhabitants by 
the order of the Emperor, who was offended 
at a personal insult, and it also suffered 
greatly at the time of its capture by the 
Arabians. It recovered, however, from 
these and other inflictions only to be aver- 
whelmed by a disaster which may prove to 
patron — any of its predecessors. It is 
n owever, to measure the grandeur 
of the conflagration by the burning of an 
American or European city of the 
7 number of inhabitants. 
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The old, or native, town, however, is a se- 
tion of narrow streets, of dirty, dingy houses 
or huts, many of them as temporary in their 
character as those of Constantinople or of 
Asiatic cities, whose destruction costs lit- 
tle and whose rebuilding is a matter 
of a few days. But, notwithstand- 
ing this, the destruction of material 
wealth, of immense stocks of goods, and of 
the finer residences in the foreign quarter 
must be enormous in the event of a general 
conflagration. Large numbers of the inhabit- 
ants doubtless left before or during the bom- 
bardment. The great majority of the foreign 


residents left the city sevéral days ago, and | 


it is probable that many of the natives, 
fearful of the result, have abandoned 
the city. The majority of the pop 
ulation, however, being convinced of 
the strength of the fortifications or destitute 
of the means of removal, must have remained 
within the walls up to the last moment. In 
a case like that of Alexandria nothing is safe. 
What the flames do not destroy the pillagers 
carry off. The destruction will be ab- 
solutely complete, and when the Brit- 
ish take possession of the town, as they 
doubtless will, they will find nothing but a 
smoldering heap of ruins, and the only in- 
habitants the sick and maimed, who will 
look to them, and to them alone, for support.

AN OPPORTUNITY FOR PRESIDENT AR- 
THUR. 


It is hinted in Washington that the Presi- 
dent is disposed to veto the River and Harbor 
bill, which Senator Ingalls) has so fitly de- 
scribed as “the annual shame, scandal. and 
disgrace of the American Congress.” In 
urging a reduction of the outrageous appro- 
priations by one-half, Senator Morrill sug- 
gested the possibility of a veto as a warning 
to Congress not to overreach itself in this 
matter. But the warning has not been heed- 
ed. The bill has deen run up to more than 
$20,000,000; the aggregate appropriations it 
contemplates will probably not fali below 
that figure on its final passage. The system 
of log-rolling and trading upon which the 
measure rests makes it easy to procure the 
insertion of new items and the increase of 
those already included; but the same system 
makes it almost impossible to secure the 
elimination or reduction of any item that is 
once incorporated in the . of appropria- 
tions. 

It President Arthur shall deeide to use the 
veto power in this instance he will be able 
to atone in large measure for many acts of 
his Administration which have given offense 
to the people. It will be accepted at all 
events as a good offset to the veto of the im- 
migration bill. It will show a degree of 
courage and independence that will con- 
mand popular admiration. He will be beset 
by the politicians to sign the bill and will 
court their displeasure by refusing to give it 
his approval. But the present Administra- 
tion needs to strengthen itself with the peo- 
ple more than with the politicians; the Pres- 
ident can safely rely upon his control of the 
patronage to intrench himself with the po- 
litical managers. There is a widespread feel- 
ing that he defers altogether too much to cer- 
tain political influences, and a departure in 
this case would commend him to popular ac- 
quittal of that suspicion to a very large ex 
tent. 

The veto of the River and Harbor bill 
would impose no serious injury upon the 
country, but only temporary inconvenience 
to certain communities. There are undoubt- 
edly certain river and harbor improvements 
which should be kept up, but the lapse of a 
year would not entail any considerable loss 
or damaging delay. The bill appropriating 
$20,000,000 involves jobs and steals to the 
amount of three-quarters of thatsum. It 
ought to be saved to the people, and a veto 
would serve notice upon Congress that mem- 
bers cannot with impunity enter into bar- 
gains among themselves whereby they assist 
each other in grabbing money out of the 
National Treasury. The postponement of 
the Mississippi River improvement upon the 
levee plan would of itself compensate for ail 
the inconvenience resulting from the de- 
lay in meritorious works elsewhere, 
As the bill now stands there is 
no practical restriction upon the expenditure 
of $5,000,000 upon levees for the reclamation 
and protection of private lands during the 
coming year, and if such operations shall 
once be begun at the cost of the General 
Government they will mortgage the re- 
sources of the Nation to the extent of 
$150,000,000 before completion, and thereafter 
entail an enormous annual expense for re- 
pairand maintenance. The River Commis- 
sion is known to be favorable to the embank- 
ment scheme, and the expenditure of the 
appropriation is left entirely to its discretion ; 
a proposition to prohivit the employment of 
the money for building levees was voted 
down in the Senate the other day. If the 
scheme could be delayed a year it is possible 
that deliberation would induce Congress to 
avoid entering upon this exorbitant waste of 
public revenues, contributed by taxes levied 
upon the whole people, for the benefit of 
contractors and land-owners of a certain 
section. 

There is a hope that President Arthur may 
appreciate the advantage to himself and the 
people which would result from a veto of the 
River and Harbor bill. His favorit predeces- 
sor, Gen. Grant, refused to expend the ap- 
propriation for one year, and thussaved some 
$7,000,000 or $8,000,000, which was then re- 
garded as extravagant, without injury to 
anybody or any community. New York has 
no special interest in this particular expend- 
iture of money. The President's personal 
and political friend, ex-Senator Conkling, in 


the speech he made at his home day before 


yesterday at the reception tendered him by 
his neighbors, protested in strong terms 
against the wasteful appropriation of the 
public moneys. These and other circum- 
stances indicate that the President may be 
inclined to put ‘his foot upon the whole 
scheme, Certainly he could not employ the 
veto power to better advantage.

THE HYDROGEN LOCOMOTIVE. 

The dispatches yesterday contained the an- 
nouncement that the hydrogen gas locomo- 
tive engine had made a successful trial trip 
from Paterson to Jersey City. The distance 
is about\twenty miles. The trip was made in 
one minute less than the ordinary time, and 
the steam-pressure at the end of it was 140 
pounds, or about three times the ordinary 
pressure at the end of sich a run, The 
amount of naphtha consumed was eighty-four 
gallons, and the cost of it was 82.80, one-third 
the cost of coal usually consumed in making 
the distance. 

The data are meagre ‘and unsatisfactory. It 
is impossible to tell from them whether steam 
was made from cold water with naphtha, or 
how heavy a load was pulled, or what per 
cent of the fuel was utilized in power. A 
single trial trip, moreover, cannot be a 
satisfactory test. Beforé naphtha can su per- 
sede coal as fuel for making steam it must be 
subjected to trial under every variety of con- 
ditions, and for a considerable length of 
lime. ‘The effect of the intense heat on the 
fire-box and boilers must be noted. If the 
hydrogen flame should cause the boiler to 
burn out much sooner than it now does there 
would be poor economy in substituting 
naphtha for coal. 

The trial trip is reassuting in so far as it 
tends to show that the theory on which the 
hydrogen engine has been constructed is 
correct. More than a ago Tat Ti- 
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ises of the oe Tnventes, ‘which, as we then said, 
if they should be fulfilled would cause steam- 
boilers everywhere to be remodeled, and 
greatly reduce the cost while promoting the 
efficiency of all work done by steam. The 
theory of the hydrogen engine briefly is: 
That the hydrogen used in water can be set 
free in the presence of naphtha gas at a 
comparatively low degree of heat, and, re- 


‘uniting with the oxygen of the atmos- 


phere, can cause heat, sufficient to raise 
steam. It is well known that pure 
hyarogen is highly inflammable, and that it 
burns In the open air with a colorless and in- 
tensely hot flame. The hydrogen contained 
in water cannot, however, be set free under 
ordinary circumstances except at great cost 
and ata very high heat - about 8,000 degrees 
centigrade and 14,500 degrees Farenheit. But 
chemists have discovered that, in the pres- 
ence of free carbon, the separation takes place 
ata much lower temperature—about 400 de- 
grees centigrade and 720 Farenheit. Naphtha 
is a form of carbon. It is exceedingly cheap, 
being a refuse product and bringing but a 
few cents per gallon in the markets. If it can 
be used to effect the separation of the con- 


stituent elements of water it can be obtained 


in unlimited quantities. ‘The process of sep- 
aration is brought about by introducing a 
jet of steam in the presence of a spray 
of naphtha. The oxygen in the water unites 
with the carbon of the naphtha, for which it 
has great chemical affinity, and forms car- 
bonic oxide gas. The hydrogen thus set free 
in turn unites with the oxygen of the atmos- 
phere and burns fiercely in a pure, colorless 
lame. 

The advantages of making steam by this 
process, if itean be accomplished, will be, 
first, a great saving of fuel. On the trial 
trip from Paterson to Jersey City, it is said 
two-thirds of the usual cost of the fuel was 
saved, and with more experience it is thought 
the engineer can reduce the consumption of 
naphtha one-half, making the saving five- 
sixths as compared with the cost of coal-burn- 
ers. These are possibly extravagantestimates, 
and it would be unwise to fall into the error 
of accepting them until the new motor has 
been more severely tested. But it they are 
even approximately correct, or if the saving 
should be appreciable, it would represent an 
enormous sum in the aggregate to all users 
of steam. 

In addition to the saving of fuel, the 
naphtha fire-box, if it is practicable, will be 
much preferable to the coal-burners on 
other grounds. It would solve smoke 
question. Hydrogen burns wiffiout smoke. 
It of course throws off no cers In rail- 
road traveling the advantad of an engine 
that should be smokeless and cinderless 
would be appreciated by everybody. In the 
cities, too, andin the larger towns, station- 
ary boilers and vessel boilers could easily 
be provided with smoke-burners that would 
save a large proportion of fuel. A further 
advantage of burning naphthais said to be 
that it can bé used with copper flues, whereas 
the cinders in coal-burners speedily cut cop- 
per in pieces. Copper is a much better con- 
ductor of heat than iron, and the use cf flues 


made of this material would cause a still 


further saving of energy. 


It will not do to be too sanguine in regard. 


to this or any other promised change of 
fuel, but if a tithe of the inventor’s hopes are 
réalized he will be indeed a benefactor of his 
race. There has not been so great an im- 
provementin the utilization of power since 
the steam engine was invented as this prom- 
ises to be. 
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AN INTELLIGENT REPRESENTATIVE. 

Gen. William C. Kueffner, of Belleville, 
has been nowinated as the Republican candi- 
date for Congress in the Eighteenth Con- 
gressionai District of Lilinois, being the dis- 
trict at presentrepresented by Col. W. R. Mor- 
rison, who probably will be the Democratic 
candidate for reé@lection, The district has 
been changed by the removal of Macoupin 
County, and by the introduction of Wash- 
ington and Bond. Instead of beng a Demo- 
cratic district according to the vote at the 
Presidential election in 1880, the new district 
will have a slight Republican majority on 
that vote. While Morrison is expected to 
poll every possible Democratic vote 
in the district, in whieh he is per- 
sonally, very popular, Mr. Kueffner will 
probably give him a defeat if that can be 
done by any candidate. Mr. Kueffner is a 
man of ability, of great persona! popularity, 
and one who has given great study to the 
subject of taxation, which is destined to be 
the great and engrossing topic of the next 
two years. The necessity of a liberal reduc- 
tion of taxes, and that that reduction shall be 
systematized and many gross abuses removed, 
is now very evident, and on this subject 
Morrison has atcained some prominence. It 
is the one question which will absorb all 
others in that part of the State, and is fort- 
unately the one to which Mr. Kueffner will 
contribute learning and experience, together 
with an ability of the highest order. In the 
speech accepting the nomination he said: 


One of the most pressing of these was the re- 
duction of taxation and the reform of our com- 
mercial relations with foreign nations. The need 
of a revision of the customs and tarif laws was 
only too apparent. The tariff laws when made 
afforded incidental protection. That protection 
was still necessary to the welfare of thousands.

He is not embarrassed by the fail- 
ure of the present Congress to make the 
long-needed reduction of taxes or the cor- 
rections of the revenue system. During the 
six years that the Democratic party (in- 
cluding Morrison) had been in control of the 
House, and the two years in which it had 
controlled a majority of both Houses of Con- 
gress, it had utterly failed to bring to a vote 
any bill reforming the taxes or revising the 
tariff. Even Morrison, when Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee, could not 
induce the Democratic House of Representa- 
tives even to consider a revision of the taxa- 
tion schedules. It was not until the present 
Republican

Every $100,000,000 now taken from the peo- 
ple unnecessarily in the form of taxes is a 
loss to the country of three times that sum; 
that $100,000,000 left to the people to be by 
them employed in their own productive in- 
dustry would be equal to three times that sum 
added to the National wealth. Unnecessary 
taxation is criminal waste; it leads to profli- 
gate extravagance, and fosters bounties, sub- 
sidies, and privileged classes. It teaches 
persons to Hve upon the public charity in- 
stead of on private industry; it creates an 
aristocracy of wealth and makes labor dis- 
tasteful, and forcibly divides the people into 
the two classes, the very rich and the very 
poor, the many dependent even for subsist- 
ence upon the wealthy few. There is noth- 
ing so fatal to the aristocracy of wealth as 
reduction of taxation to the minimum. It is 
the many who pay the taxes, as it is’ the 
many who consume the commodities taxed, 
while itis the few who consume the least 
and who reap the harvest from the poor. A 
reduction of the taxation of the country at 
least one-half would reduce the expenditure 
of that proportion of the people’s earnings. 
It would put an end to the “magnificent” 
Government upon which the wealth and 
profiigacy of the Nation is now wasted, and 
atsuch atime and for such a purpose Mr. 
Kueffner is just the man to serve the people 
of the State and of the Nation.

NAT VITIES IN COOK COUNTY. 

We print in another column this morning 
an advance statement of the population of 
Cook County by nativities, according to the 
census of 1880. The total native white pop- 
ulation of the county in that year was 358,401, 
and the native colored populauon was 6,708. 
There were 242,415 persons of foreign birth 
living in the county in 1880. Of this total no 
less than 9.699 were Germans, divided 
among the several provinces as follows:

The Irish are 88 d in numbers, there being 
50,995 of them in the county in 1880. There 
were also 16,327 English, 4,923 Scotch, 944 
Welsh, and 14,960 Canadians; so that the 
whole pumber of former subjects of the 
Queen was nearly equal to the number of 
Germans. In the City of Chiergo the propor- 
tion of Irish to German is higher than in the 
county at large; many more Germans than 
Irish are living in the countrytowns. There 
were in 1880in the county 28,852 Scandina- 
vians, 12,097 Bohemians, 5,721 Poles; there 
were but 1,478 Austrians ana 313 Hunga- 
rians (exculsive of those who may have been 
erroneously classified as Germans), 955 Rus- 
sians, 1,728 Swiss, and sixty born at sea of 
foreign parents. 

Of the native population, 243,280 out of 365,- 
000 were born in Illinois, 38,012 were born in 
New. York, and about 10,000 each m Ohio 
and Wiscansin. ‘Pennsylvania contributed 
only 8,909. New England has furnished the

Ot the Southern States, Missouri is repre- 
sented by 2,550 natives and Kentucky by 
1,924, of whom nearly. all must be officehold- 
ers, from appearances about the City-Hall. 

The whole number of males of 21 years and 
upwards in the county is given at 170,283, of 
whom 59,395 are native whites, 107,718 foreign 
whites, and 3,170 native colored people. It 
will be seen that there are nearly twice as 
many foreign persons of the voting age in 
Cook County as there are natives, though 
the number,of natives of all ages is about 
one and one-half times as great as the num- 
ber of persons of foreign birth. The differ- 
ence is, of course, due to the fact that the chil- 
dren of adult foreigners born in this country 
are returned as natives. The great excess 
of adult male foreigners over adult male na- 
lives serves to explain the smallness of the 
vote as compared with the population. There 
were but 100,000 votes cast for President in 
1880 in Cook County, which was less than 
onein six of the population. In rural districts 
inhabited almost exclusively by natives, a 
vote of one in four of the population, or even 
more, is frequently cast. The discrepancy in 
Cook County is due to the number of aliens 
of voting age residing in the county.

Au American Abroad. 

A dispatch published some months ago in 
reference to the election of the Hawalian Legis- 
lature stated that the missionary influence 
which had prevailed there so long had been 
overthrown, and that only one American— Wal- 
ter M. Gibson—had been returned. This solitary 
American subsequently became the bead of the 
Ministry, and appoars to be now the principal 
mau in the managing of Hawaiian affairs. 

The career of this American has been a singu- 
lar and eventful one. He was born nearly sixty 
years ago in South Carolina. He made some 
mouey in business, traveled extensively 
throughout this country. Mexico, and 
the Central American States. He became 
acquainted witn a number of gentiemen 
who were prominent in Central American 
affairs, and the proposition was made to him in 
1851 to fit out a vessel which was to serve as the 
nucleus of a navy. The schooner Flint was 
bought and fitted out, but the navy scheme fell 
through, and the vessel was left on his hands. 
Then be started to carry out a plan which had 
long been on his mind, and he sailed for Java. 
From that point he visited in his boat a number 
of the neighboring Dutch possessions, and be- 
came on quite friendly or intimate terms with 
some of the native chiefs of Sumatra, His 
movements and actions were suspicious to the 
Duteh authorities, and finally his vessel was 
seized and he was arrested ana confined in 
prison at Batavia. After repeated ex- 
aminations and repeated assurances of re- 
lease, be was at last sentenced to death. 
Through the exertion of friends, however, he 
suceeeded in escaping from prison after two 
years of confinement, and got on board an 
American vessel which had been temporarily 
delayed at Batavia on her way home from China. 
As soon as be reached this country he n 
urging a claim against the Government of Hol- 
land for the damages growing out of the seizure 
of his schooner and his own imprisonment. 
While pushing tbis claim he visited Holland, and 
there, through a curious blunder of the authori- 
ties, all the papers in his case were sent to him— 
papers which showed pretty clearly that he had 
been guilty of no criminality, at least during his 
visit to the Dutch possessions, though he might 
possibly have been justly charged with impru- 
dence. Notwithstanding this, however, he was 
unable to get any satisfaction, and returned to 
this country. 

In 1857 President Buchanan had sent an army 
to Utah for the purpose of suppressing what 
was called the Mormon rebellion. Mr. Gib- 
son became impressed with the idea that it 
would be wise for the Mormons to continue 
their westward pilgrimage, and emigrate to 
some of the larger isiands in the Pacific, such as 
New Guinea. He went to Salt Lake City to im- 
press his views upon Brigham Young, and was 
sent out by him for the purpose of examining 
the feld. He became connected with the Mor- 
mon Church, and was appoiuted a missionary. 
He did not go as far as New Guinea, however. 
He stopped at the Sandwich Isiands, and there 
began proseiyting for the faith. He secured a 
number of converts, and was rapidly build- 
Ing up the church, but Brigham soon 
became doubtful of his new  apostie, 
aod suspected him of an intention of 
setting up for himeeif. The returns in cash did 


not come forward promptly enough, and there 
were evidences of insubordination on Git 
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suits, until now, having e- 
ble wealth, he has become the 
Hawalian Ministry.

Boston Advertiser: The joint committee 
of the American Philological Society and the 
Association for the Advancement of Science 
continues its praiseworthy effort of saving at 
least one academic title from becoming purely 
or chiefly complimentary. The committee has 
addressed the controlling boards of nearly all 
colleges, and its efforts have not been without 
success. But much remains to be done, es- 
pecially in the minor colleges, of which the 


country possesses one for every day in the year 


and two for Sundays. The committee, of 
which Profs. J. W. White and G. J. 
Brush are the Chairmen, has endeavor- 
ed to save the Doctorate of Philos- 
ophy from complimentary bestowal; and 
university teachers in particular will be grate- 
ful for this, more especially when they learn 
that in eight years, from 1872 to 1879, the Ph. 
D.“ has been bestowed 170 times for compli- 
mentary reasons and 175 times after examina- 
tion. It is intended that the Philosophical Doc- 
torate,a German importation, shall be given, 
like the B. D., the LL. B., and the M. D., for 
work actually performed, and wholly aside from 
honorary considerations. And, if this be ac- 
complished, another step may perhaps seem 
feasible. There is no reason why the graduates 
of a medical school should not receive the Bac- 
calaureate of Medicine, the Doctorate being re- 
served for specially meritorious work; nor why 
the colleges, universities, and seminaries should 
not unite upon a harmonious system of con- 
ferring degrees.

A GERMAN chemist has invented a process 
which is intended to render to cottons, 
and cheap silks a service similar to that which 
electro-plating renders to common metais. The 
singular process is thus described; Silk waste, 
ravelings, and similar valueless refuse are 
placed in a clear solution of caustic soda or pot- 
ash, by which they are rapidly dissolved. The 
solution is then diluted by the addition of dis- 
tilled water—more or less, as the plat ug is to 
pe heavy or light. The eotton or linen fabrics 
are then placed in a bath of this tiquid, in which 
they are said rapidly to become coated with the 
silk, when they are taken outand dried. This 
process is repeated a number of times, the bath 
being diluted each time. Finally the goods are 
left for two hours in a strong bath of sulphuric 
acid, in which they are kept in constant motion, 
after which they are thoroughly rinsea with 
water, pressed hot, beaten, and stretched, to 
bring out the lustre and loss, just as ali silk 
goods are said to be treated. By this process it 
is Claimed that not only cotton and woolen, but 
—what is apparently much more likely—dull, 
lustreless, low-priced silks, can be treated with 
a solution of better and more lustrous silk, ands 
be rendered scarcely from the 
best goods. The precipitated silk is said to ad- 
here firmly.

THE ATTITUDE OF TURKEY. 
Special Cable. 

Lonpon, July 12.—Smaliey’s special says: 
The interview of Mustrus Pasha with Earl 
Granville in regard to the bombardment of 
Alexandria must not be understogd as iniplying 
that the Turkish Government really disap- 
proves at all of the action taken 
by Great Britain. On the contrary, 
I have very good authority for saying 
that there is a perfect understanding between 
Downing street and the Sublime Porte. But it 
is felt here as well as at Constantinople to be 
most important that the Sultan should not be 
supposed by the Mussulmun world to bea party 
to the armed suppression of Arabi Bey and the 
Dative movement in Egypt by the English 
forces. 

THE AUTHORITY OF THE SULTAN 

in Egypt is likely to be found an essential ele- 
ment in the restoration of order in that country 
by the European Powers with whom England is 
now cooperating, and the authority of the Sultan 
would be completely undermined if it were 
to be believed by the population that Eogiand 
is firing upon Alexandria with the consent and 
countenance of the Porte. I may mention, in 
illustration of the actual situation, that after 
bis visit to Bari Granville yesterday the Turkish 
Ambassador had a long interview with the rep- 
resentative of Italy here. 

W HY FRANCE DECLINED TO COOPERATE. 

LONDON, July 12.—The Times’ Paris correspond- 
eut reports that M. Goblet, replying to Gam- 
betta in regard to Egyptiag affairs, said France 
bad not codperated in the bombardment be- 
cause Engiand’s conduct did not seem to her 
justified, and because France did not desire to 
emerge from the European concert. 

The correspondent adds: It is at least three 
weeks since England proposed to France to join 
in the Occupation of the Suez Canal, but as 
France raised objections England gave up the 
idea of French codperation in that directiun, 
and turned her attention to Alexandria. Since 
then she has constantly urged France to keep 
ber company, and until the last moment she bad 
not given up hope.“ 

COMMENTS OF THE LONDON rns.“ 

The Times in a leading articie this morning 
says: “Musurus Pasha, the Turkish Ambassa- 
dor, had an interview yesterday with Earl Grau- 
ville, and demanded that the bombardment of 
Alexandria be countermanded. Earl Granville 
replied that circumstances compelied the Brit- 
ish Government to take decisive action, and that 
its decision could not be revoked. We 
do not hesitate to Bay that the 
effect of Engiand’s determination has 
been to produce a most favorable impression on 
both public opinion and the judgment of 
European statesmen. The representatives of 
the Powers have already expressed satisfaction 


‘at the Government's avtion. There is, there- 


fore, no ground whatever for the assertion that 
the action of England is judged by Europe as 
high-handed or unnecessary. If the Porte re- 
fuses to intervene in Egypt we shall gladly wel- 
come the assistance of France, and signs are 
not wantiug that De Freycinet’s timidity is little 
to his countrymen’s taste. Gambetta’s speech 
yesterday lu one of the bureaus of the Cham- 
ber, in the course of which he said the most 
serious feature was that Engiand and France, 
ut tor having acted together in Alexandria in 
presenting the ultimatum, bad parted company, 
and that if the separation proved definitive 
never would France have been in a more serious 
position, is a sign of public opinion not to be 
negiected.

In the House of Commons this afternoon 
Die, Under Secretary of Foreign Affairs, said 
that so far as he was aware Admiral Seymour 
had merely cautioned merchant veasels that 
they would pass through the Suez Canal at their 
own risk.

THE GUNBOATS IN YESTERDAY’S ACTION. 

Lonpon, July 12.—The Times’ correspondent, 
writing about yesterday’s bombardment, says: 
“ The gunboats played an active part in creep- 
ing close to the forts and silencing several guns. 
The Inflexible made a splendid practice, The 
Temeraire was ashore for some time, but floated 
subsequently. The gunboat Condor ran within 
1,200 yards of Marabout Fort, a single shot from 
which would bave sunk her, and before the sig- 
nal was given to cease firing she had silenced 
three great guns in the fort. Admiral Seymour 
signaled: ‘ Well done, Condor.’ The Superb 
has two holes in her side.“ 

A DEADLY FIRE. 

The Times’ correspondent at Alexandria, de- 
scribing yesterday’s bombardment, particularly 
mentions the deadly effect of the electric broad- 
sides from the ships which attacked the Pharos 
and Ras-el-Tin forts. The Inflexibie, being the 
furthest westward, was able to shell the Mex 
fort with one turret and the Ras-el-Tin fort 
with the other. After all the enemy’s guns were 
silenced the men-of-war continued shelling the 
fortificauons, and used shrapnel, probably at the 
retreating soldiers. 

GUNS DESTROYED. 

Admiral Seymour telegraphs that a party from 
the Invincible which landed to destroy Fort 
Mex burst three and spiked six guns in the fort.

THE EGYPTIAN LOSS, 

The correspondent on board the Helicon sends 
the following: .The loss of the Egyptians must 
be dreadful. A numbet of shell repeatediy 
struck the works just above the guns and threw 
up vast volumes of yellow dust. It was often 
thought that the guns must have been demol- 
isbed, but they appeared uninjured when the 
smoke had cleared. 

WAR SHIPS DAMAGED. 

The funnel of the Superb is pierced, and the 
plate below the foremast of the Glacis is torn 
away. One of the boats of the Inflexibie is use- 
less, and the others are badly damaged. The 
Inflexibie bore the full brunt of the fire of the 
west end ot the Ras-el-Tin fort for three and a 
half hours.

Gen. Bingham Intrusted Him with

PHILADELPHIA, July 12.—Gen. H. H. Bingham 
has been baving some trouble with his stock- 
broker, William J. Morris. He was on the right 
side of the market, but his broker failed to make 
good, and so, last evening, be had him arrested 
upon an alidavit charging Morris with, “during 
the month of October, 1880, converting to his 
own use the sum of $5,500, the property of de- 
ponent, with intent to defraud.”

An Interview with One of Gen- 
eral Skobelefi’s Staff 
Officers, 


Who Was Given a Vacation on 
Account of the Paris 
Affair. 


A Neat Piece of Work in the Way of 
Safe-Blowing—8ix Thousand Dol- 
lars Secured. 


SKOBELEFF’S AIDE. 
INTERVIEW WITH A STAFF OFFICER OF THE 
PEAD RUSSIAN COMMANDER.

New York, July 12.—There was at least one 
sincere mourner in the city last Tuesday for 
Gen. Skobdelv(f, and that was Lieut. Count Zack- 
eroff, a young officer of the Russian army. This 
gentieman bas lived in New YoPk some three or 
four months, and, Wille he likes the city and 
enjoys American ways, he looks forward anx- 
jously to the time when he shall be able to turn 
bis face homeward. For he is not here simply 
for the fun of the thing. The Lieutenant was 
in Paris last February with Gen. Skobeieff, and 
with the latter was present at that Servian 
students’ banquet that bas caused so much com- 
ment ever since. Like Skobeieff, Zackeroff was 
too free with bis tongue on that occasion, as 
well as all along the time of their return to Mos- 
cow. The consequence was that when he ar- 
rived in Russia, and the German-Russian ques- 
tion begun to be discussed, with Skobeieff's fiery 
speech asthe text for savage criticisms upon 
Russia's attitude as against Germany, he, as well 
as Gen. Skobeieff, found himself the fit subject 
ot a Goverament reprimand. The General was 
mildly censured by the Czar, and had his head- 
quarters changed by imperial order. Zackeroff, 
who like his General is a fiery young offi- 
cer of some three and thirty years—and 
who for the past five years has 
been attached to Skobeleff’s staff as an aide-de- 
camp—Zackeroff was informed that he could 
have his choice—either go to a post on the front- 
ler (which would be extremely distasteful under 
the circumstances) or else take a two years’ va- 
cation on haif pay. He accepted the latter al- 
ternative, came to New York, and has since re-

as stated above, isa young man, but one who 
bas seen hard fighting and distinguished him- 
self under the leadership of his gallant Gen- 
erai, whose untimely death be now so deep- 
ly mourns.

He 
loved his Emperor, and risked his life—some 
may say rashly, yet with marked bravery—when- 
ever occasion demanded.”

A COOL BURGLARY. 
ROBBERY OF THE ITALO-AMERICAN BANK.

The safe was an old one, and, after drilling the 
holes, it was an easy matter to pry open the 
doors by the use of the jimmy. An examina- 
tion of the contents showed that greenbacks to 
the amount of $5,000 and foreign coins amount- 
ing to $736.60 had been carried off by the thieves. 
They had left behind a lot of Italian bonds 
valued at 30,000 francs, probably not under-

Jef Hankins’ Wife Jumps inte the 
Milwaukee River—She Is Fished Out 

After Sinking lor the Third Time.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 12.—Atan early hour 
this morning the peopie in the neighborhood of 
the Oneida street bridge were startied by bear- 
ing a beavy splash in the river and a womau's 
smothered shrieks. A moment tater a man 
jumped over the railing and grasped the woman 
just as she was sinking the third time, and the 
couple were hauled ashore and taken to the 
police station. The woman gave her name as 
Nellie Rogers, and refused to give any expilana- 
tion of the affair. It was learned this evening. 
however, that she is the wife of Jeff Han- 
kins, a noted Chicago gambler. and her 
companion who rescued her a man named 
Ciarence Perry, well known in sporting circles 
throughout the Northwest, and who has been 
in this city for a few days past. 

Perry's story is that he had been in the company 
of Mrs. Hankins during the evening, and was 
escorting her to ber iodgings. Without any 
word of warning or explanation she sprang upon 
the railing of the bridge and jumped into the 
river. He, knowing that sue had the reputation 
of being the possessor of valuable diamonds 
and jewelry. and feeling that it 
she drowned he would be charged 
with having robbed her and tarown ber into the 
river, Jumped in to rescue her. He succeeded, 
although he says that had not a rope been 
thrown to him from the bridge both would have 
been drowned. Gustav Bierbach, one of the 
noted Bierbach brothers, who threw tbe rope to 
save the drowning pair, says that he was walk- 
ing with a young lady across the bridge some 
distance in che rear of Perry and Mrs. Hankias. 
when be beard a splasb in the water, and imme- 
diately afterward saw Perry jump over the rail- 
ing. He took the life-buoy from the 
bridge and threw it to the pair, and by the aid of 
hie brother., George Bierbach. and some poi)ce- 
men who soon arrivea, drew the nearly drowned 
manand wowan from the water. The affair, as 
soon as its details became known, created a 
great sensation among the sporting fraternity, 
to whose members all the parties to the affair 
are well Roown. It is reported that Mrs.jHankins 
said she did not know why sbe jumped into the 
river, and could give no explanation of ber con- 
duct. The whole affair is surrounded with mys- 
tery, and the geveral belief is that the, whole 
truth bas not been told.

Case. 

In the Joel Prescott murder case the police are 

still working to fasten the crime upon the nero 

Bill Rice, alias Lawrence. So far the evidence 


accumulated against him is anything but 


strong. Whether innocent or guilty, 
bowever, he is very much frightened, and 
when questioned as to his recent movements 
generally tells a ile where the truth would make 
matters appear much better for bim. The 
owner of the watch pawned by Rice and sup- 
posed to have been stolen by him from 
one of Dr. Prescott's patrons bas 
not yet been found.

PRINCESS SOULOUQUE. 


Arrival in America of the Daughter of 
Mayti’s Late Imperial Ruler. 
New York Herald, July & 

The Princess Soulouque, thé only child of the 
late Emperor Soulouque of Hayti, landed in this 
city Monday last from the steamer Avila, bound 
from Port au Prince and Porto Rico. She was 
accompanied by a female servant, and, after 
landing, proceeded to the residence of Dr. J. B. 
Terres, on Third avenue, who is President of the 
Board of Health in Port au Prince, and was 
formerly surgeon in the Confederate army. 
Next day she left for New Haven, Conn., where 
she will remain for a few weeks the guest, of 
ex-United States Minister Edward Bassett, and 
afterward go West and visit Cleveland, Cincin- 
nati, Caicago, St. Louis, and San Fraucisco. 
She travels under the name of Mme. Lubin, née 
Faustin, Lubin was the name ot ber husband, 
the Duke de Petionville, woo died in Port au 
Prince about tifteen months ago. He was Charge 
d Affaires in Hayti for the black republic of Li- 
beria, and was a man ot tine presence and con- 
siderabie force of character. e stood over six 
feet, and though biack as midnight, his features 
were of perfect Grecian type, and be talked 
easily in four different languages. His widow, 
the Princess Soulouque, is aiso an adept in 
languages, and was educated at several schools 
in France and Belgium. Sbe, too, is of a deep 
black complexion, but ber features are softly 
molded, and her teeth of a brilliant white. She 
belongs to the Roman Catholic religion, of which 
she is a very devout member. Her father ruled 
Hayti with an iron band. His wife made bim 
what he was, and was a woman of wonderful 
nerve. She stood by bim through many a tu- 
multuous scene of revolution in Hayti, when 
the toundauous of guvernment an the 
structure of social order were threunt- 
ened with overthrow, and brought him out 
victorious. Like Napoleon, he made himseif 
Emperor on the ruins of the Republic, and after 
ao erratic career of some years. in which he 
created a number of Dukes, Counts. and vari- 
ously titled people from the lowest walks of life, 
he was driven out of the country in a sporadic 
insurrection and took refuge in Jamaica, where 
be died some few years subsequently.

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 
Report of Dr. Roach, Supervising In- 


spector of This District—The Work of 


Vaccinating Immigrants, 
Spectai Otspatch to The Chicago Tribune 

SPRINGFIELD, III., July 12,—The report of Dr. 
John H. Roach, Superviemg Inspector, to the 
National Board of Heaith shows that in this dis- 
trict, which includes Indiana, Ulinois, and Mis- 
sourt, during the week ending July 8 there were 
inspected 6.210 newly-arrived immigrants, of 
whom 1,274 were found uaprotected against 
smali-pox and were vaccina by the Assistant 
inspectors on board the trains where found and 
while in transit. This makes a total of 36,000 
immigrants inspected and 6,000 vaccinated or re- 
vacciuated since Junel. There is still great dis- 
parity noticed iu the work done by the steamsbip 
surgeons. Of 145 immigrants on one train, 
who arrived by the steamer In 
delphia,tnere was no evidence that an had 
been done form their protection om shipbvuard or 
after landing uotil they were met by Assistant- 
luspector Starkweather at Valpari Ind. On 
examination, he found 108 of 145 requirmg 
vaccination or revaccination. The same officer 
reports, on the other band, that che 


passengers

fully examined by the surgeon and very 
many vaccinated or revuccinated on ship- 
board. The Indiana inspector reports an 
unusually larze number of those arriving 
during the week who designed settling at various 
points in Illinois.

Wine as a Remedy for Intemperance— 
A Letter trom Thuriow Weed, 

New York, July 7.— To the Editor of the New 

York Tribune: The Temperance question is as- 

suming new aspects and larger proportions. At- 

ter more than forty years of earnest and persist- 


ent efforts, prohibitory liquor laws havesignally 
failed to promote the cause of temperance. 
Maine Laws” have been so generally either 
violated or evaded asto satisfy calm thinkers 
that drunkards are not to be reformed by pro- 
er enactments. The great champion of 
Prohibition, Neal Dow. worn out by long years 
of indomitable efforts, has announced his inten- 
tion to retire. But whatthe old States have 
virtually given up as hopeless our younger 
brethern have espoused with all the 
enthusiasm which characterizes youtn- 
ful communities. Legisiation hav proved 
abortive in Maine, Kansas Wa ro- 
sort to au amendment of their tutions pro- 
hibiting not only the sale but the distiliation of 
intoxicating liquors. This strikes at the root of 
the evil, and if prohibition were possibie is a 
biow in the right direetion. The danger is that 
lowa has entered upon a warfare, aithough 
in the highest de laudabie, which will ag- 
gravate rather than diminish the borrors of in- 
temperance. 

With the keenest sense of all the wretched- 
ness and degradation occasioned by intemper- 
ance, I have been an anxious o for 
baif a ceatury.of all the methods by which 

these evils might be mitt- 
conversed frequ 

with Chancellor 
, Beecher, Mr. Delavan, and mauy 
other distinguished Probibiuonists, and while 
giving tnem credit for philanthropic convic- 
tions, I believed, and still beleve, they 
were wasting their time and their talents. Ail 
that bas ever beeu done tor temperance in our 
city or State was accomplished by domestic, 
moral, and religious influences. Of forces 
religion is the most potent. While the refusal 
of licenses and other prohibitory methods have 
aggravated instead uf mitigated the miseries of 
intemperance, real reforms—retorms which have 
restored drunken husbands and fathers to re- 
joicing wives and children—have been going on 
under the auspices of Moody and Sankey, Bliss, 
Murphy. Bunting, McAuley, Sawyer, and others. 

It has often and very properly been urged chat 
those who oppose reform measures should offer 


something better, This 1 now propose to do, 


and, presumptuous as my scheme may be 
rded, I am prepared not only to t but to 
moustrate that by she concerted of

L country as France or Switzer- 
land. Let California, and other States

BUTCHERS’ LICENSES.

Whathe was aiming at, be 
says, was to have the South Water street com- 
mission merchants pay the same license for 
selling fresh meat that the butchers have to pay, 
and to make dimself better understood, will u- 
troduce a further amendment to the ordinance 
on the subject Monday evening. The butchers, 
be says, are willing to stand an increase of the 
license fee, if necessary, but whatever the ordi- 
mace is they want to see it enforced impar- 
tially, so that it will not oppose one class and 
protect another.

THE SCAVENGER REFORM. 

The idea has gone forth that the Mayor and 
Commissioner De Wollt do not agree on the 
proposition to have the scavenger work done in 
the daytime. His Honor denies the report in 
toto, and says that de is heartily in favor of the 
ebange—not so much, however, to have the work 
done in the daytime as to have some of the new 
machinery for such work adopted by the scav- 
engers. In other words, be thinks the use of 
buckets tn cleaning privies should be done away 
with, and that some of the new-fangied and 
Odorless pumping processes should de 
adopted. He therefore, in favor 
of che ordinance introduced op thé subject, ex- 
cept that be will recommend some slight amend- 
ments affecting the license fee, and some of. the 
detaiis. He favors no particular device, but the 
complaints about “dumping” in the night time 
have been so great that be rees with the 
Heaith Department that there should be some 
further legislation on the subject. It is charged, 
for instance, that the scavengers are “dump- 
mer in the alleys under the shades of night, 
and yesterday it cost the city $30 to correct the 
abuses in this line of the night before, and in- 
stead of removing they are creating nuisances. 
If the work is done in the daytime the police 
can better watch it, and this is really the secret 
of the movement. 

A SCHOOL-SITE TROUBLE. 

A stir is being made by certaim Aldermen 
about the recent purchase of a schoo)-site on 
the corner of Throop and Twentieth streets, It 
is not claimed that an excessiye) price was paid 
for it, but now that the contracts for the build- 
ing have been ict and are about to be entered 
upon the old question of opening Twentieth 
street east—which would run through the lot—is 
being agitated. Some go so far as to charge 
that the street has been ordered opened by or- 
dinance already. and that the purchase by the 
Board of Education wasaspeciesof jobbery, 
but an investigation shows that 
is nothing to it. The facts: are tna 
the Counvil made the purchase, and if the strect 
is ever opened it can only be done by the order 
of that body, so the whole thing is @ sort of a 
beans tempest. That the street will be event- 
ually opened, however, seems highly probable, 
but the city can lose nothing by it. The lot is 
worth ali that was paid for it, it is claimed, and 
the opeuing of the street will be attended with 
no compiications whatever, for the reason that 
the property is so divided that a frontage of 121 
feet is left whereon to erect an eighty-four-foot 
structure, which is entirely ample, leaving the 
city a corner lot of twenty-three feet front out 
of the original purchase.

The Exposition Buildiug Concerts. 

As was anticipated, the warmer weather bas 
had the effect of increasing the attendance at 
the Thomas Summer Concerts very materially, 
and the audiences this week have been quite 
large. It takes a great many people to fill the 
auditorium in this building, and what would be 
a “crowded house in any other place of amuse- 
ment is really almost lost at the Exposition.

Of the first it may be said 
that it had no marked character or special 
motif, and was at the best but a fragment, in- 
dicating the doubt in the composer's own mind 
as to what he was attempting. Ao Overture to 
a Drama is in iteeif rather a paradoxical crea- 
tion, for of all dramatic works a drama least 
needs an overture, and dramas are so varied in 
character that an overture toa drama is a mean- 
ingiess title. So it would be difficult to point out 
uny thourht worked out in musical expression 
in this work of Hofmanno’s, at least without a 
key, and the impression produced is unsatis- 


factory because it conveys no meaning 
to the listener. Of the Suite, op. 3B, 
by Anton Dvorak, ..while it is quite 


tone that it was given last night for the first 
time in America, it was, uniess we are very 
much mistaken, performed in Loadon last Feb- 
ruary or March, and a description of it very tuliy 
given in the Standard.

A Valuable Invention if It Will Work. 

When the Captain of a large steamer stands 
on top of the pilot-house and signals the engi- 
neer to go ahead or back ne has no means of 
knowing whether his order has been properly 
interpreted until the ship begins to move, and 
thén, if the order bas been misunderstood, it is 
often too late to avoid an accident. In order 
to let the Captain know instantly in which direc- 
tion the engine is moving, Harry W. Granger, of 
Detroit, has invented a neat contrivance, which 
consists of a dial on the pilot-house, connected 
with the engine-room by acommon speaking- 
tube, at the end of which is a bellows connected 


with the shaftof the engine in such a manner 
that it works the air out of the tube when it 
goes in one direction and blows it in when it 
moves the other way, thus operating an indi- 
cator on the dial. In order t this machine 
may be useful at night when the Captain cannot 
see the diai reeds are arranged so that when the 
engine goes abeada high note is sounded and 
when it moves backward a low sound is made. 
This machine will soon be in operation on one of
